‘Employers may pay those 
rates this year or any amount up 
to and including the 10 per cent 
if they choose. If they elect to 
pay the full 10 per cent increase 
allowed by the order, the rate 
for the pickers. who got $3 will 
be $3.30 and $3.85 for those who 

received $3.50. 

Growers and labor contractors 
who were not in totton last year 
must pay the prevailing rate in 
the area in which they have 
pickers—the current permissible 
scale for the same or comparable 
‘work, but not more. 

Any employer who grants in- 
creases higher than the ceiling 
is in violation of the Regulation 
and subject tq prosecution under

Strathmore. News

_Residents of the Strathmore 
Public Utility district learned this 
week that the tax rate for 1951- 
1952 will be 80 cents lower than 
last year. The board of ‘directors 
of the Utility district announc- 
ed that the rate for this year win 
be 31.55 instead of the 32.35 
assessed last year. 

The Utility district provides wa- 

ter and sewerage service to resi- 
dents of the Strathmore area. 
Revenue from the sevices furn- 
ished by the district make the 
district self-sustaining. The tax 
rate is necessary to pay off the 
bonded indebtedness, build up a 
reserve fund and to replace old 
lines. 
The county tax is 15 cents a 
hundred dollars assessed valua- 
tion lower than last year, thus, 
making a totai saving to Strath- 
more residents of 95 cents per 
hundred.

The purpose 
of this is to give the patrons of 
the district and the alumni_an 
opportunity to examine the re- 
cently completed high school.

Dairymen and lifestock pro- 
ducers who want to plant barley 
for winter pasture are advised 
by the Agricultural Extension 
service that it should be planted 
just as soon as possible. 


In order to obtain a vigorous 
crop of barley for winter pas- 
ture, it is necessary to plant early 
enough to take advantage of the 
warm weather, September plant- 
ing is therefore desirable.“ a 
Experience in Tulare county 
has shewn that Atlas and Vaughn 
barley varieties produce the most 
winter pasture. Best results are 
obtained by pre-irrigating the 
land, then preparing a seed bed, 
and either drilling the séed in or 
broadcasting it and harrowing it 
in. 

The addition of 40 to 60 pounds 
of nitrogen per acre will increase 
the production of forage consid- 
erably. 

Where oats are desired for a hay 
crop in the spring, it is ‘possible 
to obtain several pasturings for 
livestock by planting the seed 
now: ‘The oats can’ be -grazed 
until early spring; then the live- 
stock removed and the erop ‘at 
lowed to grow.
